Council vote covers historical building's roof, structure; no interior improvements planned

The Agawam City Council 
has approved the spending of 
$447,502 for the restoration, reha- 
bilitation, and preservation of the 
School Street Barn.

Bitzas proposed an amendment 
to the resolution approving the 
CPA funding stipulating the barn 
can only have the upgrades needed 
to protect it from the elements, and

“T would like to see the barn re- 
main a historic barn and there are 
many citizens who would like that, 
too,” said Bitzas. “I am concerned 
if we approve this funding that the 
town will ask for more funding to 
develop it into something else.”

Program at Agawam Junior High School connects teens to STEM

utumn Jordan wants to cure cancer. 
Ae interest in ending this deadly 
disease was sparked by a science 
program at Agawam Junior High School. 
“We studied heredity and I learned that 
diseases like cancer can be passed down 
from generation to generation. I love sci- 
ence and I hope I can use it to cure cancer,” 
said Jordan, 13. 
The eighth grader is one of nearly 20 stu- 


dents in an extracurricular science club that 
meets each afternoon during the school’s 
enrichment period as well as after school 
on Mondays. 

She’s had a connection to science 
throughout her school years. “It’s always 
been my best subject,’ she said. AJHS sci- 
ence teacher Sandra Johnson started the 
program several years ago to challenge stu- 
dents like Jordan who excel in science. 

The club exposes Jordan and her class- 
mates to a wide variety of science, technol- 
ogy, engineering and math (STEM) skills. 


They research and study topics that include 
entomology, anatomy, earth science, me- 
chanical engineering, meteorology and as- 
tronomy to help them create robots, erect 
model bridges, launch bottle rockets and 
build wheeled vehicles.

CPA funding 
approved 
for athletic 
facilities

Agawam High School’s improved athletic 
facilities have taken another step forward af- 
ter the City Council unanimously approved 
the spending of $1,035,000 in Community 
Preservation Act funds despite a motion to 
table the measure. 

Councilor Joseph Mineo said the Commu- 
nity Relations and Finance subcommittees, 
at a workshop meeting Nov. 10, voted 6-1 
to ask the full council to table the spending. 

“We felt the CPA approval may be prema- 
ture,” said Mineo. 

Last month, the Agawam City Council 
approved the borrowing of $6,750,000 to 
completely revamp the high school athletic 
facilities. The original request from Mayor 
Richard Cohen was $7,750,000, but council- 
ors lowered it through an amendment in an- 
ticipation of the CPA funds being available. 

According to the CPA Administrator Jen- 
nifer Bonfiglio, the baseball field relocation 
to the rear of the school building and the new 
tennis courts are among the main eligible 
parts of the project. 

Mineo said some members of the subcom- 
mittee felt the project has not even gone out 
to bid, and the funding approval should be 
tabled until bids come in. 

Councilor Robert Rossi said he did not 
want to see the project slowed down, and 
noted the CPA Committee has already unan-

Golf panel will include 3 councilors

After much consideration of dif- 
ferent options, the Agawam City 
Council has finally agreed on an 
approach to making recommenda- 
tions for improvements to the Aga- 
wam Municipal Golf Course. 

On Monday night, the coun- 
cil agreed to form a five-member 
subcommittee consistent with an 
amendment to the original resolu- 
tion submitted by Council Presi- 
dent Christopher Johnson. 

The council considered several 


alternatives, including proposals 
by Mayor Richard Cohen. 
Approved unanimously by the 
council was a five-member ad- 
hoc subcommittee of the Agawam 
City Council with three members 
from the council, one member of 
the Golf Commission designated 
by the mayor, and the general 
manager of the golf course, Tony 
Roberto. The subcommittee will 
be charged with doing a review of 
the business practices of the golf 
course and submitting a plan of 
recommended improvements to 
Mayor Richard Cohen. Cohen is 
responsible for management of the 


golf course. 

During the discussion, Coun- 
cilor George Bitzas attempted to 
change the resolution to include a 
private citizen on the subcommit- 
tee. He proposed a formal amend- 
ment that reduced the city council- 
ors from three to two, and added 
the private citizen. 

“T have a citizen that is a busi- 
ness consultant and is willing to 
volunteer on the committee,” said

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Troop 82 honors four more Eagle Scouts

Agawam Boy Scout Troop 82 is bucking 
the trend when it comes to Eagle Scouts. 

Last Sunday afternoon at Agawam Con- 
gregational Church, Troop 82 honored four 
new Eagle Scouts, the most in a single Court 
of Honor in the troop’s history. The troop 
also honored two in September, giving it six 
for the year. 

“Tt’s an amazing accomplishment,” said 
Mark McLaughlin, an assistant scoutmas- 
ter. “We have had one or two scouts being 
honored in a single ceremony. But we have 
never had four of them. We are very proud.” 

Tristan Cote, Zachary Duquette, Ryan 
Riel and Philip Woods were the honorees 
of the Eagle Scout pins at the latest Court 
of Honor. Each recently completed an Eagle 
Scout service project, making a significant 
contribution to the community. 

Mayor Richard Cohen said the town 
worked with each of the honorees to make 
their projects happen and was very proud to 
laud their accomplishments. 

“We are very fortunate to have such an ac- 
tive troop that has produced so many Eagle 
Scouts recently,” said Cohen. “Each one did 
a project that was a true benefit to the town 
of Agawam. It’s an honor to work with such 
fine young men and help them obtain such a 
prestigious rank.” 

Cote did his Eagle Scout project through- 
out town, refurbishing more than 300 differ- 
ent American flag-holders. 

“We did a hardware upgrade on the flag- 
holders, replacing the current holders with 
carabiners,” said Cote. “It was a really tough 
job to get to all of them.” 

Woods and Duquette both lead their 
scout patrols to different locations in town 
to refurbish park benches that were in dis- 
repair. Woods completed 22 benches over 
the course of two months. The benches 
were scraped, sanded, and_ repainted. 
Duquette completed 13 parks benches 
throughout town at the American Legion, 
Housing for the Elderly, the Agawam Po- 
lice Department, and Agawam Town Hall. 
Among the work was completely replacing

the lumber on the benches and finishing the 
new lumber. 

Riel worked exclusively with the Parks 
and Recreation Department to create a disc 
golf course at School Street Park. The park 
has been expanded during the past few years 
to included soccer, baseball, and softball 
fields, as well as a full playground. The disc 
golf course adds an additional element to the 
park. 

“Tt was something I had at my old school,” 
said Riel. “I thought it was something our 
town would really enjoy. I did a lot of fund- 
raising to get the equipment and then worked 
to create the course. 

Parks and Recreation Director Christo- 
pher Sparks, who is also an Eagle Scout, 
said he was pleased to help the scouts reach 
their goal. 

“T did work with three of the four Eagle 
Scouts,” said Sparks. “They are a huge asset 
to the town and all their projects are appreci- 
ated. With the disc golf course, it’s now pos- 
sible we could run a league or tournament in 
the future.” 

Scoutmaster David Robinson says Troop 
82 is very proud of what has been accom- 
plished by the troop this year. He says there 
may be one more scout who gets his Eagle 
rank before the end of 2014. 

“Less than 3 percent of scouts make it 
to Eagle,” said Robinson. “We have six al- 
ready just this year. They are a great group 
of scouts.” 

Troop 82 has 56 Eagle Scouts in its history. 
Each new Eagle Scout received his Eagle 
Scout pin, several awards and commenda- 
tions from local dignitaries and members of 
the Legislature. 

Attaining the Eagle Scout rank is some- 
thing each scout said he worked very hard 
for and wanted to attain. 

“Tt’s not an easy thing to do,” said Du- 
quette. “It’s definitely worth it in the 
end. Every person I have ever talked to 
that did not make it wishes they had.” 
Eagle Scouts must obtain 21 merit badges 
(12 specific badges are required, plus nine 
electives) and complete their Eagle Scout 
service project prior to their 18th birthday to 
attain the rank.

Now the real 
barn debate 

begins 


ow that the City Council has agreed 
N= restore the School Street Barn, the 
real debate begins. 

Voting to spend $447,500 on the roof, 
foundation and structure seems to be a 
fairly easy call. The barn is on the National 
Register of Historic Places and has been an 
Agawam fixture for more than a century. It 
reminds us that agriculture once extended 
even into what are now the more built-up 
areas of town. Community Preservation Act 
money, which will fund the project, has to be 
used on some sort of historical, open space 
or housing project, so it’s not as though the 
School Street Barn is taking up resources 
that could be used to hire police or school 
teachers, or reduce the tax rate. 

The real question is what to do with the 
barn. 

One school of thought holds that it makes 
sense to get as much use as possible out of 
the barn — to turn it into a unique meeting 
facility that showcases a historical struc- 
ture while providing Agawam families and 
organizations with an interesting place to 
hold public meetings, celebrations and other 
gatherings. 

That would represent a large additional 
expense, however. The barn would need heat 
and air conditioning, plumbing and other 
interior construction. And every additional 
feature added to the barn would increase the 
annual cost of maintenance. 

A town-owned banquet hall would also 
compete with local, privately owned halls 
and restaurants. While the School Street 
Barn would undoubtedly be a unique option, 
it would hardly be the only place to hold 
a function in Agawam. There are only so 
many weddings, corporate outings, holiday 
parties and club meetings in a given year. At 
some point, a taxpayer-funded barn would 
be taking business away from local busi- 
nesses — who are taxpayers themselves. 

The City Council should make sure it has 
done all the math — and proven the need — 
before signing on for additional expenses. 

On the other hand, what will Agawam get 
for its investment without modern ameni- 
ties? 

Without heat, air conditioning, plumbing 
and handicap accessibility, the barn is only 
useful as ... well, a barn. The Parks and 
Recreation Department will continue stor- 
ing equipment there. Even if it is “just” CPA 
funds, $447,500 is a lot to pay for an equip- 
ment shed. 

Perhaps the best outcome lies somewhere 
in the middle. Handicap accessibility, plus 
limited electrical and plumbing service, 
would allow the town to open the barn for 
no-frills meetings in warm weather — say, 
indoor recreational programs in the sum- 
mer, or historical talks in the spring and fall. 
Again, however, the town should look close- 
ly at whether there is a need for additional 
summertime program space, and spend ac- 
cordingly. 

One more reason for caution: Any chang- 
es that go beyond simple restoration, even 
if they are intended to allow more people to 
experience the historical barn, would neces- 
sarily take away from its historical character. 
Hundred-year-old barns aren’t supposed to 
have air conditioning. 

The School Street Barn is, in Town Plan- 
ning Director Deborah Dachos’ words, “a 
monument to Agawam’s agricultural past.” 
If that’s all it ever will be, that’s enough.

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Cinema donors kick in $46K

After reaching the $40,000 target with five 
days to spare, “Save the Agawam Cinemas” 
continued to raise funds last week. 

By the time the Kickstarter.com campaign 
ended just after 5 p.m. on Saturday, 277 do- 
nors had pledged $45,126 online. The the- 
ater garnered an additional $1,000 from a 
“Cut-athon” at Salon Tres Chic on Friday 
evening. 

Theater owner Kimberly Wheeler said 
Kickstarter was able to process the payment 
on all but a handful of the pledges early this 
week. With roughly $40,000 going toward 
the purchase of a digital projector, enabling 
the Southgate Plaza cinema to screen films 
in both auditoriums when it opens later this 
year, the remaining $6,000 will be spent on 
improvements to the sound system. 

“What’s in there now is completely inade- 
quate to the size of the auditoriums,” Wheel- 
er said this week. “They would have to be 
replaced, regardless ... this just allows us to 
do it now, instead of in the future. What’s 
in there now are home theater speakers, for 
lack of a better phrase. These are going to be 
legitimate theater speakers.” 

She said she is also working with a con- 
sultant to improve the acoustics in the cin- 
emas, to reduce reverberation. 

Construction work on the theater is taking 
longer than expected, Wheeler said, and the 
target date for opening has been pushed back 
from this week to “as early in December as 
we can.” 

Wheeler said one of the contractors work- 
ing on the exterior told her that on one day

this week, between 9 a.m. and noon, 60 peo- 
ple approached him asking about the theater. 

She also thanked the staff and customers 
at Salon Tres Chic for their “amazing” sup- 
port during the “Cut-athon.” Stylists donated 
their time as the Walnut Street Extension sa- 
lon stayed open and cut hair for $20, with 
all proceeds, including the stylists’ tips, sup- 
porting the cinema. 

Agawam Cinemas, formerly a second-run 
theater, has been closed since May. Wheeler, 
an emergency medical technician and movie 
buff, plans to reopen it as a two-screen first- 
run theater with lower ticket prices than 
nearby multiplexes.

Bitzas. “I think his help would be valuable to the committee 
and the golf course.” 

His amendment was rebuffed by several councilors, in- 
cluding Johnson, Council Vice President Dennis Perry, and 
councilors Gina Letellier and Robert Rossi. Rossi said the 
subcommittee is for the council. 

“T understand your intent,” Rossi told Bitzas. “But this is 
a council undertaking. The council should make a determi- 
nation about what should change at the course. I am not in 
favor of any outside influence.” 

Bitzas argued the golf course is publicly owned and public 
should be included in the process, especially someone who 
may be neutral toward the course. 

Johnson said he appreciated the offer, but stood by his ver- 
sion of the five-member subcommittee. 

“T worked on this version with Councilor (James) Cichetti 
with input from other councilors,” said Johnson. “I think this 
is areally good compromise.” 

Councilor Paul Cavallo supported Bitzas’ proposal. 

“T see no harm with including a member of the public,” 
said Cavallo. 

Letellier argued against a citizen and simply wanted the 
review of the golf course to move forward so a solution can 
be reached. 

“T agree with Councilor Rossi and Councilor Perry,” said 
Letellier. “The mayor has had several months to look at this 
issue, and we have not gotten anywhere. I am not interested 
in a subcommittee that is appointed by the mayor.”

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Bitzas, when making the amendment, proposed Johnson 
or the entire council could vote on the private citizen. That 
idea was also rebuffed by the council. Letellier added the 
member of the Golf Commission that would be part of the 
subcommittee is a citizen of the town. 

Perry said the council has done enough to work with the 
mayor’s office on establishing the committee. 

“This is going to be a council committee,” said Perry. “We 
have made a compromise with the mayor and I don’t support 
having a citizen.” 

Bitzas was supported by Cavallo, Cichetti, and Councilor 
Joseph Mineo in his amendment, but was defeated 6-4. 

Following the discussion, Letellier publicly stated she 
supported Perry being the chair of the subcommittee because 
of his background in business and management. The council 
members on the subcommittee will be announced at a future 
meeting. 

The original resolution was to investigate the business 
practices of the golf course, which has lost money in three of 
the past four years. The resolution was presented in August, 
then tabled in favor of having a workshop with the manage- 
ment of the course. After two meetings, one of them com- 
pletely unsuccessful, the council compromised with Cohen 
to establish the subcommittee, eliminating the dark shadow 
of an investigation.

the state compete in 23 different events. 

Preparing for the competition is the primary purpose of 
the club, but it’s also helping to fuel their excitement for sci- 
ence. 

Honesty Osbourne’s “deep passion” for science began in 
third grade when she looked at an amoeba under a micro- 
scope. “That’s when I discovered what science is all about. I 
was fascinated. I could only see the amoeba using a micro- 
scope.” 

Osbourne said the club gives her more time to learn and 
explore science. “This is right up my alley,” said the eighth 
grader. “When I learned about it, something just clicked. I 
knew this was for me.” 

The 13-year-old is hooked on science and her college 
plans include getting a master’s degree in chemistry or biol- 
ogy. “I don’t know what kind of career I want, but it will be 
something that I do well in and that I love doing.” 

Johnson said the club is not only an ongoing learning pro- 
cess for students but also for her and Dan Murphy, her co- 
advisor to the program.

Stipend helps fund program 

The club was recently designated an extracurricular ac- 
tivity by the School Committee, enabling the co-advisors to 
share a stipend. Johnson and Murphy will use the money to 
help fund the club. Johnson said their stipend will go toward 
purchasing supplies and materials students need for the com- 
petition’s different events. 

“Kits range from $20 to $120,” said Johnson. “We can’t 
afford to buy the kits, so we make our own. Last year, I found 
a great deal on balsa wood used for building bridges.” 

Building a scale model bridge has given Diana Kulmizer, 
14, a new perspective on bridges. “I thought a truss bridge 
was the strongest bridge design when I built one last year in 
tech ed. Now, after building an arch bridge for the past two 
months, I think it’s the strongest.” 

The eighth grader’s bridge theory will be tested during the 
competition. A five-pound bucket of sand will be attached to 
the bottom of each team’s bridge to test its strength. More 
sand will be added to the bucket until the weight causes the 
bridge to fail and collapse. 


Always more to learn 

While the club has made Kulmizer more knowledgeable 
about bridges, she doesn’t want to make that her career. In- 
stead, she plans to go to Yale, get a doctorate in science to 
become a medical scientist. 

Kulmizer has always loved science — it’s one of her fa- 
vorite subjects. “What makes science so appealing is that 
there’s always a bigger picture — and always more to learn,” 
she added. 

She said the club covers a variety of science topics. “I can’t 
wait until we get to the crime busters section to learn about 
fingerprints. We can’t study that in regular science classes.” 

Johnson said while her students do well in the competi- 
tion, it’s hard to compete against schools that have one coach 
for every event. “We would really like to get some commu- 
nity volunteers who have experience working in a STEM 
field,” she said. 

Alexandra Humphries, 13, looks forward to the enrich- 
ment period throughout the day so she can work on projects 
for the Science Olympiad. “I’m always thinking about my

Magovern. 

CPA Committee member Richard Bennett reminded the 
city council during the public comment portion of the meet- 
ing the proposal is simply for restoration and preservation of 
the building, and any proposals for use have been taken off 
the table. 

CPA Administrator Jennifer Bonfiglio said if anyone came 
forward seeking the further improvement of the barn, such 
as heating and air conditioning and plumbing, there would 
need to be significant improvements required for a certificate 
of occupancy. Those improvements include making accom- 
modations to make the building Americans with Disabilities 
Act compliant. 

Bonfigilio confirmed CPA funds could be used for ADA 
compliance, but other improvements may not qualify for the 
funding, especially if it is not being used as a museum. 

Councilor Christopher Johnson says the town is obligated 
to follow the conditions of their application. Councilor Jo- 
seph Mineo reminded Bitzas any further improvements to

imously approved spending the funds on the project. 

“We knocked off $1 million from the borrowing because 
we anticipated receiving this funding,” said Rossi. “I don’t 
see a reason to table this. The wheels are already in motion 
and I do not want to see them stop.” 

Mineo said the subcommittee was told the town wants to 
break ground on the project sometime in the spring. Athletic 
Director David Stratton says he is prepared to make adjust- 
ment to the athletic programs if and when his teams are 
forced off their normal home fields.

projects and strategizing about how I can make them better,” 
said the 8th grader who one day wants to teach elementary 
science.

years. The kids have to go to Suffield Academy sometimes 
and I think that is horrible considering the quality athletic 
programs we have at the high school.” 

A picture was worth 1,000 words as Stratton also provided 
the City Council with photographs of the current condition 
of the tennis courts, which would be improved specifically 
with CPA funding. 

The current courts have numerous cracks in the surface. 
Agawam still hosts home matches on the courts. 

“The use of CPA funds to replace the existing tennis courts 
at the high school will make an enormous impact on the rec- 
reational space in Agawam,” said Stratton. “The courts are 
used by the public, the athletic department, and our physical 
education department. The present condition of the tennis 
and basketball courts is poor.” 

The town will hear sometime in January if the improve- 
ments to the high school locker rooms will be eligible for 
Massachusetts School Building Authority funds, which 
could lower the amount borrowed by the town to complete 
the facility improvements. 

If the portions of the project eligible for CPA funds come 
in under projections, the funds would have to be returned to 
the CPA.

Young explorers embarking on weekly ‘art-ventures’

Each Wednesday afternoon a group of 
children embark upon a journey through 
the Arctic and Antarctic regions to learn 
about the fascinating lives of penguins, polar 
bears, and other cold-weather animals. 

This special 70-minute journey begins in 
a classroom at Granger Elementary School. 
Using imagination, creativity, and art, 15 
children become explorers as they discov- 
er life in and around the icy waters of the 
earth’s poles. 

An instructor with Adventures with Art, a 
Longmeadow-based company that provides 
afterschool art programs in Western Massa- 
chusetts and Northern Connecticut, guides 
students through their weekly journeys. The 
program is based on a curriculum developed 
by an art entertainment company called 
Let’s Gogh Art. 

Randi Steiger and her daughter, Tara Kil- 
roy, run Adventures with Art. They bought 
the licensing rights to the Let’s Gogh Art 
curriculum five years ago. Steiger manages 
the business while her daughter serves as 
one of several instructors. 

The company offers a variety of art expe- 
riences within several different themes, such 
as “Art-ventures in the Rainforest,” “Around 
the World Creativity Tour,’ or “Superheroes: 
Saving Planet Earth.” 

The eight-week program, “Art-ventures 
with Penguins and Polar Bears,” is designed 
for kindergarten to grade four students. It 
costs $98 per child. This is the third year the 
program has been offered at Granger. The 
first session began Nov. 5 and ends Jan. 14. 
A second eight-week session starts April 1. 

During one recent session, instructor 
Clarke Kennedy guided students in drawing 
a fish. Once their drawings were done, they 
colored in the penciled drawings using vari- 
ous acrylic paints. 


Creative art projects 

Ella Mickiewicz, 8, began by painting her 
fish gray. She then added purple and red to 
make it look more ferocious. Blue and tur- 
quoise colors surrounded the fish, signifying 
the ocean. 

She likes the program because she “gets to 
make things that are interesting.” One of her 
favorite things to do is draw cartoon char- 
acters. 

At the same table, Emily Park, 6, was in- 
tent on finishing the drawing of her fish so 
she could paint it. She said the program is 
fun for her because she likes to draw. Her 
favorite thing to draw: horses. 

Across from Emily, Joann Schmuck, 9, 
was putting the finishing touches on her 
painting — a purple and pink fish with big 
eyes that she described as a “cotton candy” 
fish.

“T like drawing and painting because you 
can make whatever you want,” said Joann. 

Besides painting fish, students design 
colorful “Northern Lights” hats; transform 
plain T-shirts into oceans full of creatures; 
explore the art of decoupage, collage, and 
stained glass; sculpt clay polar bears and 
penguin reliefs; and build sand castle light- 
houses. 


Building confidence and 
igniting imaginations 

Granger Principal Cheryl Salomao said 
the program complements her school’s art 
curriculum. “Students have the opportunity 
to express themselves further artistically. 
Students also work with different mediums 
and create artistic keepsakes they will cher- 
ish for years to come.” 

Steiger said the classes are less formal 
and allow children to “play” with art, ex- 
plore their creativity, and use additional art 
techniques. She added that it also builds 
confidence in children, which enables them 
to fully experience their creativity without 
judgment. 

The program focuses on the overall learn- 
ing experience rather than teaching a spe- 
cific art skill. There are no lectures or art 
facts to remember. Instead, demonstrations 
are used to inspire ideas and to help children 
learn and create. 

“We expose children to the world of art, 
while helping to ignite their imagination. We 
foster a relaxing and fun, non-competitive 
environment where there’s no such thing as 
doing art the wrong way,” said Steiger. 

With a different activity each week, stu- 
dents not only learn about life in and around 
the North and South Pole, but they also learn 
fun facts about endangered species. Many of 
the art sessions include story books that of- 
ten relate to the art projects. “It’s like literacy 
education in disguise,” said Steiger. 


Garnering high marks 
from teachers and parents 

According to Steiger, teachers and par- 
ents rate the program favorably. “Teachers 
see that our exciting, hands-on curriculum is 
based on an open-ended, explorative process 
that promotes learning skills through obser- 
vation, memory and imagination.” 

“Parents like our programs because they 
see their children thriving. They see them 
excited about creating their art projects and 
proud of their endeavors. Their children are 
more confident and feel good about them- 
selves,” she added. 

Steiger said the program challenges chil- 
dren to develop creative problem-solving 
and critical-thinking skills that will help 
them throughout their social, academic, and 
occupational futures. 

She said this type of thinking can allow a

child “to wow the crowd” at a science fair, 
help a teenager conquer a tricky SAT ques- 
tion, and provide an adult with skills needed 
to excel in fields like law, advertising, engi- 
neering, or medicine. 

Steiger said art skills are an essential
